EFFECT OF A LATE 
Professor H. G Stapledon 
study of grassland problems, estimated 
fecently that at least a fourth of the quantity 
of meadow hay saved in England consisted ot 
weeds, due to the fact that in most districts the 
tendeney was to cut hay too late. Contimued 
late cutting must of necessity make for weed)- 
ness. because the weeds and some of the wor th- 
leas grasses are allowed to form seeds which 
fall to the ground, germinate, and grow to the 
exclusion of better “grasses, 

In this connection, Professor’ Stapledon_ re- 
marks that * the rapidity with which meadows 
deteriorate. under the prolonged influence of late 
eútting is not fully appreciated, the farmer 
being content to sacrifice the quality of his hay 
to the condition of his fields for a somewhat 
prob jlernatical increase im bulk,” and this de- 
terioration aspect he rates ol greater signif 
cance than the loss of nutritive value m any 
particular season. 

Owing to varying conditions no hard. and fast 
rule can be laid down as to the exact date on 
which hav should be cut, but the Department of 
Agriculture for Ireland recommends that cutting 
when the bulk of the grasses 

tore they, have begun to 
form seed. In the case ol craps occurring in 
the ordinary rotation—-consisting chiefly of rye- 
grass and clovers—this stage 1s easily recognised, 
and steps can be taken uccordingly, But with 
crops on land which has been under grass for a 
number of years, the matter is not so simple. 

In such cases some of the grasses (for example, 
meadow foxtail, cocksfoot, ete), may be mpe 
and have shed much of their se ed by the time 
the later ones (such as Timothy) have come into 
flower. It is practically im yossible, therefore, 
to catch all the plante at the right time, and 
unless work can be commenced in a field where 
the early grasses are not abundant, the best 
thing te ae is to strike an average between the 
earlier and the later grasses. 

Of the actual! work of saving little need be 
eaid further than the less the hay is turned 
or knocked about the better, Subsequent treat- 
ment until ricked, however, generally leaves 
much to be desired, Hay made up into tramp 
cocks is remain in the fields for a 
period much longer than that required to season 
it. and as a result the hay at the top, bottom, 
and sides becomes dama; “ed und of little value, 
Hay cocked dry should be ready to cart within 
four weeks. and every effort should be made to 
have the work of ricking—-where hay barns are 
not available—done quickly and securely. 

Should the stacking or ricking of the hay 
be interrupted by ram, cover6é tw pre otect the 
hav should be available. Failing waterproof 
covers which in some districts can be hired 
sheets made from old bags can be made to 
serve the purpose. The great point ts not to 
leave the hay exposed to rain while the tick 
is unfinished Hay that has been exposed to 
wet should be salted (one ton of'salt to a ton 
of hay) rick or barn.

don. “In truth,” he writes, “thefe is no 
sadder spot on the earth than that little cemie- 
tery. Death ic there associated not, as in 
Westminster Abbey and Saint Paul's, with 
genius and virtue, with public vencration and 
imperishable renown, not, as in our humblest 
churehes and chutch-yards, with everything that 
is most endearing m socal and domestic 
charities, but with whatever is darkest in 
human nature and in human destiny, with the 
savage triumph of implacable enemies, with 
the imconstancy, the ingratitude, the cowardice 
of friends, with all the miseries of fallen 
reatness and of blighted fame. Thither have 
Silene earried through successive ages by the 
rude “hands of “was.

Temnerance. 


All the iriends of temperance in Ireland 
will welcome Cardinal Logue’s strong 
appeal at the Congress of the St. 
Patrick's Totl Abstinence Association 
in Armagh. Far too much alcohol 
is being drunk in Ireland, and, as 
Cardinal Logue reminded his audienc>, 
many of the most disgusting crimes of 
recent years have been due to intemper- 
ance “on both sides. However politicians 
may contrive to adjust their present differ- 
ences, no real progress will be possible ‘n 
this country rntil its people acquire the 
habit of temperance. Ireland's annual 
drink bill amounts to between £30,000,000 
and £35,000,000, and the extent of the 
illicit traffic in “ poteen ” throughout the 
country is alarming. Furthermore, the 
vice of drunkenness is sapping the health 
and moral of the nation. Thousands oi 
families in Dublin alone are in misery 
because the breadwinners spend most of 
their time and earnings in public-houses. 
Jails, workhouses, and asylums are full of 
the victims of strong drink. We are glad 
to learn that the Sinn Fein authorities 
are waging war on illicit. stills in various 
parts of the country. “ Poteen “ drinking 
should be stamped out of Ireland alto- 
gether. Grave statements were, made at 
Armagh about the consumption of methy- 
lated spirits. No decent chemist would 
sell methylated spirits to drunkards ; but 
there’ seems to be no doubt that some 
chemists are careless in this respect.

Germany’s Forced Loan. 


One of the first fruits of the Allies’ 
recent demands for payment of the in- 
demnity has been the launching of a 
forced loan in Germany. The Bill which 
is being introduced by ‘the Berlin Govern- 
ment has been sent to the Reichstag, and 
will come up ‘or discussion after the 
Whitsuntide recess. It is a fairly simple 
measure. ‘The German Covernment re- 
quires 60,000,000.000 paper marks, and, 
as no such sum could be raised hy 
taxation, either direct 
Herr Hermes, the Minister of Finance. 
with the consent of Dr. Wirth, has 
decided to vesort to the expedient of the 
forced Joan. The proportion in which 
owners of capital will be asked to con- 
tribute towards this loan will vary. A 
man with 600,000 marks will “lend” 
14,000 to the Scate: 49,000 will be the 
tax on 1 000,000 marks, while the hapless 
possessor of 6,000,000 marks will be 
mulcted in 449,000. For three years this 
forced loan will yield no interest; but

We trust most earnestly the negotiations at 
Downing: street will enter upon a new and 
more practical phase today. If those negotia 
tions are to proceed, it is essential that the 
Constitution laid before the Irish electorate at 
the forthcoming elections should legaliy and 
actually conform to the Treaty. Of that con- 
formity the people of this country will ultr 
mately be the judge. 

If the verdict so found be that Ireland has 
kept her pledge, England will not fail in hers; 
if, on the contrary, Ireland has failed, the 
failure must be made good, or the Constitution 
will perish and the Treaty with it. Unless 
Irishmen have wholly lost their old sensibility 
they will have realised that the British people 
are in deadly earnest. The patience and under- 
standing that people have displayed since last 
year’s truce have not been signs of weakness, 
but signs of strength. The fact that nothing 
has been done in haste or unreason has ren- 
dered possible a unity of public opinion in this 
country that did not exist in earlier days. Not 
only British statesmen have gained a new and 
a clear insight into the realities of the Irish 
situation. 

Yet while the whole position of this country 
in regard to Ireland has been consolidated and 
fortified, Ireland herself has suffered heavily in 
prestige and general good-will. A murder like 
that of Mr. Woulfe Flanagan tells trumpet- 
tongued against the wicked conspiracy that has 
too long been suffered to present itself as a 
political opposition. Sunday's foul deed may 
have been perpétrated’ by irresponsible 
desperadoes, but the stain of it lies on a people 
that has consistently acquiesced to the reckless 
efforts of the extremists to destroy the Treaty 
settlement by provoking civil war between 
Northern and Southern Ireland.

THE STRUCTURE OF COKE. 
Probably the most interesting portion of the 
“ second section of the Report of the Fue] Re- 
search Board, 1920-21, which deals with the 
problem of low-temperature carbonisation, is 
that relating to the structure of coke (says 
Engineering), and this part formed the subject 
of a lecture by Sir George Beilby, delivered to 
the London Section of the Society of Chemical 
Industry. As can easily be imagined, carbon, 
in the form of coke, is a particularly difficult 
material to examine microscopically. 

The method of section cutting employed for 
examining coal by transmitted light is quite in- 
edequate for studying the minute structure of 
coke. The earlier work of Sir George Beilby 
on the micro-structure of solids has shown .the 
importance of bringing into view all three 
dimensions of the structure under investigation, 
since the minute elements of the structure must 
be seen in relief if their nature and origin are 
to be properly understood. Lenses of great 
depth of focus, necessarily involving some loss 
of resolving power, were, therefore, employed, 
and observations with these have shown that 
the coke structure, however minute, is due to 
the evolution of gas bubbles from the fitsed, or 
partially fused, coal. The first step in this 
operation, Sir George considers, results in the 
formation of a foam in which each bubble is a 
self-contained cell, but by the mutual perfora- 
tion of these bubble cells at their points of con- 
tact, a sponge-like étructure is produced through 
which the gases ultimately escape to the out- 
side of the mass. The special characteristic of 
the fused coal substance which leads to the con- 
tinuous development of thie structure is that 
ite decomposition with the evolution of gas con- 
tinnes as the temperature is raised.

In addition to this, the work now in hand at 
the Fuel h Station includes the. study 
of briquetting as a preliminary to carbonisation 
and the development of a practical method of 
briquetting coal at or near its fusing point.
